REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, 
Osman et al (International Application Published Under the PCT WO 00/72821 A1, 
Published 12/07/2000), teach a microfoam comprising a physiologically accetable gas 
that is dispersible in the blood and an aqueous scleroscant liquid. The physiologically 
acceptable gas preferably comprises 99% or more oxygen with the remainder being 
carbon dioxide, nitrogen and trace gases in the proportion found in atmospheric air. 
(See abstract and page 9, pargraphs 1 and 3). Applicant has provided a Declaration 
Under 35 USC 1 .132 (filed on 1 1/24/2008) indicating that the instantly claimed 
concentration of nitrogen gas (0.01 to 0.8%) in the gas phase of the foam composition 
unexpectedly resulted in virtually no bubble formation in rat cremaster vessels whereas 
the composition taught by Osman et al. resulted in the formation of 27 bubbles in the rat 
cremaster vessels. Applicant has further indicated in the Declaration that elimination or 
reduction of bubbles in the vessels would result in the reduce likelihood of the onset of 
neourological symptoms and visual disturbances that are caused by presence of 
bubbles in the vessels. Osman et al. neither teach or suggest the adjustment of the 
amount of nitrogen gas in the composition to the amounts instantly claimed in order to 
attain the unexpected results described by the Applicant. For the foregoing reasons, 
claims 1, 4, 5, 7-26, and 28-39 are allowed.
